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Boyne City 
woman killed in 
ski accident in 
Harbor Springs 


A Boyne City resident | 
was killed Sunday in a ski 
accident at Boyne High- 
lands in Harbor Springs. 

Alicia Johnson, 19, was 
taking part in the annual 
Boyne Highlands Downhill 
ski race on Sunday after- 
noon, said resort area 
manager Joel Woods, when 
she fell and slid off course, 
sustaining grave injuries, 

Members of the ski 
patrol were on site “within a 
minute and a half,” with 
first aid equipment, said 
Woods, including trauma 
packs, oxygen, defibrilators, 
and a backboard, to assure 
that no time would be 
wasted in transit. 

“The ski patrol did 
everything humanly 
possible to help her out,” 
Woods said. 

An ambulance was 
called from the scene, and 
transported Johnson to 
Northern Michigan Hospital 
in Petoskey, where she later 
died. 

The incident is the first 
ski-related death ever to - 
occur in the 37-year history 
of the Highlands. “In the 
12-year history of {the race] 
we've never had a severe 
injury,” said Woods. “We 
scrutinize the course like no 
other event we run, making 
sure the race is safe.” 

Conditions at the time of 
the accident were sunny and 
about 22 degrees, said 
Woods, ‘“‘as ideal race 
conditions as you can ask 
for.” 

The thoughts of the 
Highland staff, he added, 
are with the frierids and 
family of the victim. “The 
people here at the resort are 
obviously in shock,” he 
said, “But beyond that, [is 
a] deep feeling of sorrow 
for her family-and friends. 
What a shock for the 
family.” 

Johnson is a 2000 
graduate of Charlevoix 
High School, and was a 
member of the Charlevoix 
High School ski team for 
four years.

Instead, at the opening of the 
meeting, Char-Em Intermediate 
School District Superintendent Mark 
Ekhardt read from a letter Compton 
was submitting to the board as notice 
of his resignation. 

With a motion made by trustee 
Anne Thurston, and seconded by Jim 
Stackus, the board voted unanimously 
to accept the resignation. 

{n the portion of the letter read 
aloud at the meeting, Compton stated 
that he was submitting the letter “in 
an effort to prevent this organization 
from stepping into chaotic circum- 
stances under which there may be no 
winners, and the children of Boyne 
City and the Boyne City Public 
Schools could be the ultimate losers.” 

The letter further stated that 
Compton was at that time foregoing 
any considerations of an extension to 
his contract, and that the statement 


“constituted his resignation from all 


employment with the Boyne City 
Public Schools, effective June 30, 
2002, when his current contract will 
expire. 

“Tt is my hope that my action will 
allow this district to re-focus on mat- 
ters that are-of.utmnost importance,’ 
the letter continued (for the complete 
text of the letter, see page 3). -

Firefighters had the flames under 
control in about 35 minutes, said 
Thorman.

Following is the complete text of the letter Compton submitted to 
the school board: 


TO THE BOYNE CITY BOARD OF EDUCATION: 


When I came to Boyne City as Superintendent in July of 1999, I 
left a successful nine-year tenure as Superintendent of Schools in an- 
other district to do so. I was excited about the potential that I saw in 
Boyne City and looked forward to meeting the challenges of leader- 
ship. Today, as I reflect on my early experiences here, I can see that I 
was ignoring the warning signs that were so clearly in front of me. I 
assumed my new position with enthusiasm, believing that the con- 
cerns that I had with members of the Board and members of the Ad- 
ministrative team would be set aside as we worked together. It was 
with this belief that I resigned from a three-year contract with another 
district and accepted an initial two-year contract with Boyne City Pub- 
lic Schools. ; 

I must acknowledge that going through a personal court case in 
another county during my first eight months as Boyne City’s superin- 
tendent did not raise my stock in the eyes of many members of the 
community, staff, and Board. Having the trial result in a not guilty 
verdict did little to change the mindset of some people. However, it 
was during this same period that the community voted in a successful 
bond campaign, and we began work on the new high school, and on 
renovation plans for the existing buildings. In the excitement, how- 
ever, I was concerned about the district’s budget, and what appeared to 
be a trend to lower enrollments. In fact, when the elementary princi- 
pal indicated that the Kindergarten Roundup in the spring of 1999 had 
turned out only 68 students, my concerns grew. 

I continually shared these concerns with the Administrative team 
and the Board, and discussed the potential problems related to declin- 
ing enrollment. We explored the history of Concord Boyne since 1995, 
and attempted to draw some conclusions as to why parents were choos- 
ing to enroll their children in the charter school. We looked at the real 
estate market and saw that housing in the district was growing in cost 
and was frequently changing to non-resident ownership. We also saw 
a trend in the live birth data that showed a lower percentage of county 
newborns as Boyne City residents. Unfortunately, the primary source 
of revenue for public schools is the per pupil foundation grant, and a 
declining enrollment means declining revenues. My concerns contin- 
ued to grow.’ 

Throughout my 25 year career in public education I have kept chil- 
dren as my top priority. Even when there have been difficult financial 
times J have felt that by being proactive we-could work through the 
difficulties and continue to provide positive experiences for children. 
My work history is filled with examples of these successful efforts. I 
believe today that Boyne City Public Schools can meet the challenges 
that lay ahead, and can change in ways that will provide even better 
programs and experiences for children. 

Personally, however, I do not feel that I can establish a proactive 
program without the support of a board of education that understands 
their role and that of the superintendent and administration. I am not 
in a position to condemn this board, or to single out individuals who 

__ May be acting in an inappropriate manner. I am sure that each member 
believes that their actions are appropriate. I can only suggest that the 
current priorities of this organization appear to ignore the primary rea- 
son why we are all here, the children of Boyne City. 

Therefore, in an effort to prevent this organization from stepping 
into chaotic circumstances under which there may be no winners, and 
the children of Boyne City and the Boyne Public Schools could be the 
ultimate losers, I am foregoing any considerations of an extension of 
my contract. I will continue to perform my contractual duties with the 
recognition that my contract expires on June 30, 2002. This relieves 
the board of their contractual! obligation to act on or before March 31, 
and nullifies the potential for an automatic extension. This constitutes 
my resignation from all employment with the Boyne City Public 
Schools effective June 30, 2002. Furthermore, my action sets aside 
the need to continue discussion and/or action on the criteria and/or 
process far my evaluation. 

It is my hope that my action will allow this-district to re-focus on 
matters that are of utmost importance. The completion of the new 
high school, the renovation of the existing buildings, establishing a 
proactive plan to combat declining enrollment and budget issues, con- 
tinuing the process of accreditation, developing a comprehensive cur- 
riculum map, and taintaining the first priority of children, these are 
important matters. Politics, personalities, and power struggles cannot 
be allowed to ovefshadow what we do for children.

From April 3-20, the Jordan River 
Arts Council, in cooperation with the 
Northwest Michigan Chapter of the 
Alzheimer’s Association, will present 
“The Art of Alzheimer’s: Memories 
in the Making,” an exhibit of over 36 
original works of art by persons with 
Alzheimer’s Disease. 

The show will! feature several 
works by residents of local care fa- 
cilities including Grandvue Medical . 
Care Facility in East Jordan and the 
Meadowbrook Care Facility in 
Bellaire. 

An opening reception featuring a 
social hour and educational sessions, 
including “Alzheimer's 101” and 
“The Art of Alzheimer’s,”. will be 
held on Sunday, April 8, from 1-4 
p.m. Additional activities include a 
special opening for senior centers, a 
preview showing with dessert on 
April 6, and a brown bag lunch edu- 
cational session titled “Music 
Therapy Activities for Use with Per- 
sons with Alzheimer’s and Other 
itil a on April 17. 

Following the close of the exhi- 
bition in East Jordan, there will be a 
welcoming reception and silent art 
auction in Traverse City on April 25 
at the Elks Club to benefit the 
Alzheimer’s Association. 

The traveling exhibit was origi- 
nally unveiled at the Capital Rotunda 
in Lansing in November, recognized 
as Alzheimer’s Awareness Month. In 
addition to increasing awareness of 


Alzheimer’s disease, the goal of the 
exhibit “is to present a portrait of the 
beauty and humanity of individuals 
affected by Alzheimer’s Disease,” said 
Sara Duris, public policy coordinator 
for the Michigan State Council, the 
coalition of Michigan Alzheimer’s 
chapters that originally assembled the 
exhibit. 

Alzheimer’s Disease is a neuro- 
logical condition that attacks the brain, 
gradually destroying memory, reason- 
ing, perceptions, language and the 
ability to function in everyday family 
and social life. More than four mil- 
lion Americans have Alzheimer’s Dis- 
ease, with over 166,000 in Michigan, 
and many more family members and 
caregivers are also affected gravely by 
the disease. 

According to Grandvue board 
member Nancy Carey, it is estimated 
that with the aging baby boomer popu- 
lation, approximately 14 million 
Americans will be affected by the 
middle of this century unless science 
finds a way to halt or slow down the 
disease process. 

In recent years, art has become rec- 
ognized as a method to reach those af- 
flicted with Alzheimer’s on a number 
of levels. 

Art is a way for Alzheimer’s pa- 
tients to communicate with the world 
around them. People with Alzheimer’s 
Disease often lose the ability to com- 
municate verbally, but, said Carey, the 
innate need for self-expression does

“What's been so neat with the mu- _ 


sic,” said Drury, “‘is that you may have 
[an organized group art} activity, get- 
ting out the rhythm instruments, and 
doing an official activity where mu- 
sic is played, but we [also can] use it 
all day long.

EJ couple faces 
multiple charges 


Last week, Charles Lee and Su- 
san Rae Dawson of East Jordan were 
arrested on charges including rack- 
eteering and failure to file state in- 
come taxes. 

The Dawsons were each ar- 
raigned on March 20 in the 


’ Charlevoix County 90th District 


Court, with bond set at $10,000 cash 
or surety. 

In a 13-page warrant, Charlevoix 
Prosecutor Mary Beth Kur alleged 
that between 1997 and 2000 the 
Dawsons, as owners of at least two 
trucking companies, withheld mon- 
ies from the paychecks of nineteen 
employees for health insurance, and 
then failed to pay the premiums. 

The Dawsons were each charged 
with one count of criminal enterprize 
- conducting, a felony. 

In addition to the racketeering 
charge, the Dawsons are also charged 
with five counts each of failing to file 
taxes. 

Kur is also seeking the criminal 
forfeiture of the business real estate 
and at least 21 tractors and 34 trail- 
ers owned by the Dawsons or their 
companies.

Also al- 
leged in the affidavit is that for atleast 
two years, the couple failed to file 
Michigan income tax retums. 

A preliminary examination has 
been set for April 16, 2001 at 1 p.m.
